One ot the most 
exciting contests evor held in Notting- 
ham terminated in the return of Mr. C 
Seoly, jua, by a laiijority ot 109 over 
Mr- Digby Seymour, Q. C. Tti« tow.-, 
was in a most turbuloiu stale from very 
early in ibe duy Colours wcre'worn 
by wariieuns on each side in unusual 
profusion; small mobs of 'roughs' per- 
ambulating iho town, and ofieu coming 
into collision.

During' the dinner 
hour stone throwing began, and as the 
police and special constables were over- 
powered a body of ' pensioners with their 
biyonets filed were marcbod from tbe 
House of Correction, under command 
of Ool. Storer, through the streets to 
the iiixcbange Rooms. Windows were 
broken at Mr. Seely's central committee 
rooms on the Long row, and panes wore 
smasbed iu two or three other parts of 
the town.

Hal Ihe tboaght eTer'cHSoarredJo (jieSeadcr 
that tbe vegetation wbiob bat been convert- 
ed into ooal must have been vastly, yea ira« 
measurably, abandant ? True, the vegeta- 
tion DOW in eocoe parts of the ^lobe is luzuii- 
ant to a degree of which wo in those lati- 
tudes have little coDcepiion; bntevao thot, 
we believe. Is trifling Id comparisoo with the 
thick maiaes of vegetatioD.tbat.grsW.iUl. Jbe 
iilanda and fringed (ho shore) of tba old 
world. When you think of the number of 
ooal-beds (being more than forty in gome 
ooal-fieldB), and the tbiokness of many of 
them — when you think of the areas occu- 
pied, not only by the British ooal-fiildc, but 
by those of Europe, .and especially of the 
North Ametiaao Stale*— tbe latter forming, 
it ia said, an area ol more than 200,000 
square miles — yon ore lost in astonishraeot 
at the prodlgouH oooumulation of vegetable 
subatBDoe. That feeling ol aitoniehment ia 
however increased wlieo you try to realize 
the quantity acoumulated before it was 
prrased down aod hardened by tbe oyerlyini; 
tocl(i inio a atratum of cotl; say, for ex- 
ample, tbe Teoyard aeam ol Soutb Stafford' 
shire. We may form some fnint idea ot Ibe 
compressing, sqaeezmg power of ihe im- 
menio pressure of rock masses, whan it is 
remembered ihat quantities o( stone left in 
workad-out mioes huve during the period of 
a few years been reduced (rem S or 8 feet to 
2 or 3 feet in ibickneBB,BDd become so bard 
and coneolidated that wbco tbeir removal has 
been necesearv tha woikmaa could not pene- 
trate them without blastiog.

Bnt whence arose this luzuriaat vegeta- 
tion ibat must have iloaiished duriog Ihe 
ooal era? Sums bovo attempted to ac;30oai 
for it by suppcBiDg that the earth was ihen 
pinoed in varioaa unnsuBl ciroumstanoes — 
that its ictarior heat affected its surface iu a 
remarkably powerful manner — that it was 
ihen revolving througb warmer repiona of 
space, and the like. But a rapid, rich flora 
would adorn tbe oar'.h's surlacu without 
calling in the aid of these uousaal oondiiions, 
A wa^m. moist cliiBiiia — not auoh a dimatr 
as we now Snd at tbe equator but ono free 
from eztremea of beat aod cold — a climate 
like that found on iBlaods in tbe temperate 
laiimdea, and far away Irom large coniineDte, 
would be eufScient, perfaaps, for the prodm- 
tlon ot tbe oarbonlferoas flora which formed 
oor ooal 

Il Is also possible that;ihen a larger qnan- 
lity of oarbonio acid floated in the atmos- 
phere, tbrowQ off from ibo lino deposits, 
wbiiili the' plants would readily take up. and 
wilb which they would rapidly build up their 
organic' strnoturet Judging from tha vari. 
ous plinta embedded in the coal, and beauti- 
fully preserv'^d in tbo dark-colored ibales, one 
would naturally suppose they were not hard 
io their wood ; in fact tbey appear to faave 
been, at we have already Intimat ed, of a 
soft, pulpy nature, likfl .eaotua rplanta and

Another form of vegetation seen^ wherever 
oosl is foond is a gieanllo reed, otherwise 
called a ctlamite. Those trees evidently 
resembled tbe cane or bauiboo, aod bad tall, 
hollow-jointed stems, marked with numeroaa 
parallel furrow f. Tbeir place ot growth was 
onqoeslioaably In awampi, and in tbe soft 
siol of tbe banks of rivers and hays. But 
many of tba coal tress were diffarflot in 
some respects from Ihe trees that eow adorn 
tbe earth's iturlaca. 'I'be present laco of fi'- 
irees have a small piih, bnl the cnal fir-trees 
bad pitbs of an enormous size. The Amcuria 
tribe of trees, to which tbe Norfolk Island 
pioe belongs, is now confined to a small pof 
tioD of tbe globe, when, during Ihe oarboD- 
iforouB age. it wns tbe prcvailiOR form. 
There ara uther details respeciing iha flora ol 
that interef^ting paiiod, ifit3 which we can- 
not at present eotc. Bat wo find not only 
plantii embedded in the coal acd prcrervcd 
in Ibe dark-culored sbalea, but also ibe ro- 
maiot of iosaati, flsbai, and reptile?, As 
Profasaar W. W. Smyth bas observed, '-VVe 
but recently koew that among these giant 
stems of siuillaria the busy horn of flying in» 
sects and lha innrry chirp of the cricket was 
beard, that soarpions cuiled the>r omioous 
tails, that land shells orepi ilimlly alone, 
and lhat several genera and maify speoice of 
reptiles either purraad tbeir prey along the 
groaad or climbed tbe treia, where hollow 
trunks have formed tbe casket to contain 
tbeir remaioa. Here, then, is a goodly popu- 
lation to vivify the scene whiob only a lew 
years ago was held to be almost wanting in 
all but vegetable life ; and when we consider 
the aooidents whiob, amid tbe great, deoom-i 
position of organic mailer, preiarved Io us 
these remains, generally inclosed in iionstooo 
nodules, we must feel conliieni thai coining 
scan will have muny an iiddiliDiial Inot to 
disclose." Bui, belore leaving the coal plants, 
there ia one fact, to wbioh we must be;; lo 
call attention ; aud Ibal is, thai nearly the 
same plants we have ia our coal fields are lo 
he found in all tbe coal measures of Kuropc, 
North America, and eren ot China and 
Japan. And what is the significance of that 
fact ? Docs it not show that a similar ulimaic, 
which we have aaid must have been a warm, 
moist one, prevailed over tbe northern re- 
gions of tbe world daring tbe coal period ? 
And, if so, what must have boen tho oondi- 
lion of tho land with ilio sainu olimiito pro- 
vailing over tbo northern bBinispjuue ? Wa 
answer, ihere must have boon a dift'jrenl 
arrnn(;omoDt ol land from lhat which now 
obtains in tbo region ol the north, and conee- 
quently a different cltmats from that wbiob 
now provaila. loataad of having immense 
ooBtinonts. tba whole area was dotted over 
with a oountlosa number of islands, ot various 
sizes, and at no great disiaoco from each 
other. "Tbeae islands, as baa beeo obsar v- 
ed, if at no great distance apart, and if cou- 
neotad by marine catreole, might easily have 
a aiaiilai Tegelatioo : tbey might even peer 
BOSS identical specieii That suob islands 
should have a rapid suooession of forest 
growth, ond a quick Bccumulalion of trees 
and vogotaiion in their hollowa, is probable ; 
and that tbey should have been euhjaoted to 
occasional depression is only what wa find 
now in tbo sauiboro seas. There ia no rea* 
8on to doabt tbac there would bo waimtb and 
moisture enough under suob oircumatanoes

In response to 
vociferous calls, Mr Seward appeared on 
tbe balcony aod adt^^ressed the crowd. The 
honorable geotlemin spoke in an easy, cou" 
versational tone, and he alluded lo tbe de- 
airo he naturally fell to see the whole of hia 
country; he bad never before beheld the Paci^ 
fic Ocoao and was on his way tu visit Iho 
most reraoio portion 'ol tho land to whioh he 
belonged, lie felt cheered and jjlensed be- 
yond expression at the kind recaptiou which 
had been extended to him here. Nearly tlio 
whole of tbe Norlh American conlinent was 
now in the possession of two branches of the 
British race, and ihero was no reason why 
ihoy should DOl oootinue to grow and pros- 
per aide by side aod spread tbe light of oiri'- 
liza'ion to tbe most remote onroers of the 
continent. He charged the people before 
bim not to allow Ibe notion to whioh he 
belonged to outstrip them in generosity and 
justice, and concladed| with a warm ezpres' 
aion of friendship towards Great Britain. 

Mr Seward's remarks were received with 
loud oheers by the atsemblage. He was 
followed by Collector Dodge, of Alaska, 
Fred Seward, Gov. Flanders, Mr Fitch and 
ovoral other gentleman. All tho speakers 
woro introduced by the American Consol, and 
the remarks were generally brief and clo" 
quent. Dnrin£ tbe evening the hotel was 
bcrieged by vicitors ; and all classes appeal- 
ed to vie with each other in bI:o wing honor 
lo the patty. 

This morning, at 9 o'clock, Mr Seward and 
friends will embark on board tbe Wilson G 
Bunt for Paget Sound. After visiting all 
the poris tba sleamer will convey the party 
to Nanoimo, where they will rejoin the Ac- 
livo and proceed to Alaska, returning to 
y.ototia in about three weeks' time.

I huvo 
hoard that at their trodoa union meet" 
iogs, lately, many biLtor remarks have 
been made co.noerniog tho continued 
refusal of tbo Queon lo take op her 
residenco iu London during any portion 
of the year, But this local discoiitont 
signifies very litiia. Tho workmen of 
Birmingham, Maniihester, Sheflield, or 
any other largo seat of indmitry caro 
nothing whuro tho Quoon Epends hor 
time. It makes no dilfereaQQ to them. 
The Queen's popularity is iberofore not 
materially utlected by hor rigorous Po- 
olnsioD.
